WHEREAS, HIDTA will purchase lab supplies including, but not limited to, protective wear, 

bar code scanners, special weights and reagents and donate them to the Central Police Services 

Forensic Laboratory; and 

 

WHEREAS, the value of the donated supplies will not exceed $15,000 in 2017; and 

 

WHEREAS, it is expected the donation of lab supplies from HIDTA will continue for an 

undefined number of years. 

 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT 

 

RESOLVED, that authorization is hereby provided for the Central Police Services Forensic 

Laboratory to accept the donation of up to $15,000 worth of lab supplies from HIDTA in 2017 and 

all further donations in future years; and be it further

provide them with a list of most-needed supplies; and be it further

LEGISLATORS MILLS, LOUGHRAN & MORTON 
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WHEREAS, non-electric exhaust contains various harmful pollutants including carbon 

monoxide, various hydro-carbons, and nitrogen oxides, which are harmful to people in the 

immediate vicinity leading to an estimated 53,000 premature deaths each year and are known 

greenhouse gases; and 

 

WHEREAS, electric Buses have zero emissions and no exhaust fumes; and 

 

WHEREAS, electric buses produce only 57 decibels of sound, which is similar to ambient 

sound levels in the average urban home; and 

 

WHEREAS, electric buses have simple engines that rarely break down and are inexpensive 

to maintain, typically costing less than half that of a diesel bus; and 

 

WHEREAS, on a per mile basis the cost to run an electric bus is about $0.19 or less than half 

the cost to fuel a diesel bus, $0.47; and 

 

WHEREAS, the Erie County Legislature has taken action in the past to work towards cleaner 

air and improved health with legislation on smoking in the workplace and public spaces.

WHEREAS, pursuant to proceedings had and taken in accordance with the provisions 

of Article 5A of the County Law and more particularly a resolution of this County Legislature dated 

October 19, 2017, an increase and improvement of facilities of Erie County Sewer District No. 2 (the 

District”) has been approved at a total estimated maximum cost of $2,800,000 (the “Projects”); now 

therefore be it 

 

RESOLVED BY THE COUNTY LEGISLATURE OF THE COUNTY OF ERIE, 

NEW YORK (by the affirmative vote of not less than two thirds of the voting strength of said 

Legislature), AS FOLLOWS: 

 

Section 1.  The County of Erie, New York (herein called “County”), is hereby 

authorized to undertake the Projects, consisting of: (i) improvements to the Big Sister Creek Water 

Resource Recovery Facility; (ii) improvements to the Sweetland Road Pumping Station and other 

pumping stations; and (iii) improvements to various collection system components; all as more fully 

described in the report and estimate of cost approved by the Board of Managers of the District on 
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July 11, 2017 and filed with the County Legislature pursuant to Section 268 of the County Law.  The 

total estimated maximum cost of said specific objects or purposes, including preliminary costs and 

costs incidental thereto and to the financing thereof, is $2,800,000 and said amount is hereby 

appropriated therefor pursuant to the duly adopted 2017 Capital Budget for the County.  The plan of 

financing includes the issuance of $2,800,000 aggregate principal amount of bonds of the County to 

finance said appropriation, the levy and collection of taxes on all the taxable real property in the 

County to pay the principal of said bonds and the interest thereon as the same shall become due and 

payable, the said principal and interest to be reimbursed to the County by the assessment and levy on 

the real property in the District, all in accordance with their respective proportionate shares of 

equalized assessed value in the District. 

 

Section 2.   Bonds of the County in the principal amount of $2,800,000, or so much 

thereof as may be necessary, are hereby authorized to be issued pursuant to the provisions of the 

Local Finance Law, constituting Chapter 33-a of the Consolidated Laws of the State of New York 

(herein called the “Law”) to finance said appropriation. 

 

Section 3.  The period of probable usefulness for the specific objects or purposes for 

which said $2,800,000 bonds herein authorized are to be issued, within the limitations of §11.00 a. 4 

of the Law, is forty (40) years. 

 

Section 4.   Current funds are not required to be provided as a down payment prior to 

the issuance of the bonds authorized herein, or any bond anticipation notes issued in anticipation 

thereof, pursuant to Section 107.00 d. 3. of said Law. 

 

Section 5.  The County intends to finance, and the Comptroller of the County is 

hereby authorized to advance such amounts as are necessary to pay the costs of said improvements, 

prior to the issuance of the bonds or bond anticipation notes herein authorized, out of any available 

funds of the County on an interim basis, which respective amounts are reasonably expected to be 

reimbursed with the proceeds of debt to be incurred by the County pursuant to this Resolution, in the 

respective maximum amounts of bonds herein authorized.  This Resolution is a declaration of 

official intent adopted pursuant to the requirements of Treasury Regulation Section 1.150-2. 

 

Section 6.  Subject to the provisions of this Resolution and of the Law, and pursuant 

to the provisions of §21.00 relative to the issuance of bonds having substantially level or declining 

annual debt service, §30.00 relative to the authorization of the issuance of bond anticipation notes or 

the renewals thereof, and of §§50.00, 56.00 to 60.00 and 168.00 of said Law, the powers and duties 

of the County Legislature relative to authorizing the issuance of any notes in anticipation of the sale 

of the respective amounts of bonds herein authorized, or the renewals thereof, relative to providing 

for substantially level or declining annual debt service, relative to prescribing the terms, form and 

contents and as to the sale and issuance of the respective amounts of bonds herein authorized, and of 

any notes issued in anticipation of the sale of said bonds or the renewals of said notes, and relative to 

executing agreements for credit enhancement, are hereby delegated to the Comptroller of the 

County, as the chief fiscal officer of the County. 

 

Section 7.  Each of the bonds authorized by this Resolution and any bond anticipation 

notes issued in anticipation of the sale thereof shall contain the recital of validity prescribed by 

§52.00 of said Local Finance Law and said bonds and any notes issued in anticipation of said bonds 

shall be general obligations of the County of Erie, payable as to both principal and interest by 
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general tax upon all the taxable real property within the County.  The faith and credit of the County 

are hereby irrevocably pledged to the punctual payment of the principal of and interest on said bonds 

and any notes issued in anticipation of the sale of said bonds or the renewals of said notes, and 

provision shall be made annually in the budgets of the County by appropriation for (a) the 

amortization and redemption of the notes and bonds to mature in such year and (b) the payment of 

interest to be due and payable in such year. 

 

Section 8. The validity of the bonds authorized by this Resolution and of any notes 

issued in anticipation of the sale of said bonds, may be contested only if: 

(a) such obligations are authorized for an object or purpose for which the County is not 

authorized to expend money, or 

(b) the provisions of law which should be complied with at the date of the publication of 

this Resolution are not substantially complied with, 

and an action, suit or proceeding contesting such validity, is commenced within twenty days after the 

date of such publication, or 

(c) such obligations are authorized in violation of the provisions of the Constitution. 

 

  Section 9.  This Resolution shall take effect immediately upon approval by the 

County Executive.

The County of Erie, New York (herein called “County”), is hereby 

authorized to undertake the Projects, consisting of improvements to the Southtowns Water Resource 

Recovery Facility, existing pumping stations, and the sanitary sewer collection system; all as more 

fully described in the report and estimate of cost approved by the Board of Managers of the District 

on July 11, 2017 and filed with the County Legislature pursuant to Section 268 of the County Law.  

The total estimated maximum cost of said specific objects or purposes, including preliminary costs 

and costs incidental thereto and to the financing thereof, is $10,500,000 and said amount is hereby 

appropriated therefor pursuant to the duly adopted 2017 Capital Budget for the County.  The plan of 

financing includes the issuance of $10,500,000 aggregate principal amount of bonds of the County 

to finance said appropriation, the levy and collection of taxes on all the taxable real property in the 

County to pay the principal of said bonds and the interest thereon as the same shall become due and 

payable, the said principal and interest to be reimbursed to the County by the assessment and levy on 

the real property in the District, all in accordance with their respective proportionate shares of 

equalized assessed value in the District.
